We are indebted to Hon. Horace Capron, Commis. 
sioner of Agriculture, for a copy of the Annual Report 
of the Department for the year 1868. A partial ex- 
amination of its contents gives satisfactory evidence 
that it is in many respects along way in advance of 
previous reports of the Department, while there are 
also particulars in which there could, and without 
doubt will be still greater improvement in those that 
are to follow. One noticeable, and really neceseary 
improvement would be to have the report issued with- 
io, or at least immediately after the close of the year 
for which it is made, The reports of the different di- 
visions of the Department, such as that of statistics, 
chemistry, entomology, &c., &s., occupy the first 200 
pages, the remainder of the volume being occupied 
with what is called the ‘‘Report of the Ejitor,’’ Mr. 
J. R. Dodge, which includes papers prepared by dif- 
ferent bands, aiming to present a view of the progress 
made during the year in the various branches of ag- 
ricultare, horticulture and the related arts and 
sciences. Prominent among them we may mention 
articles on the recent progress of fish culture, roads 
and road laws, the mineral fertilizers of the Atlanti> 
States, silk culture, and accounts of recent farm ex- 
periments. The'plan of this portion of the report is 
well conceived, and if diligently carried out the 
successive volumes would form what they really should 
but never have,—a complete record of the nation’s 
advancement in every branch of agriculture. Arti- 
cles on the agricaltural colleges of the different States, 
abstracts of State reports, lists of books and journals 
on agricultare and rural economy and meteorological 
table close the volume. Itis embellished with nine- 
teen plates—none of them second-hand engravings—of 
apples, sheep or mowiog machines—bat all new and 
valuable and illustrating ina direct and necessary 
way—as for instance the diagram showing the locality 
ef the mineral fertilizers of the Atlantic States—the 
articles to which they belong. 





A Favorable Time for Folder. 


The present almost unprecedented mild weather is 
favorable for the farmer in one respect at least, for if 
the stock requires the best of hay, it will eat much 
less in bulk than during severe, close weather. It also

Some Thoughts on Agriculture. 


—— 


I take this opportanity to communicate to you a few 
thoughts on agriculture, 

There are some things that I do not like to see 
arouod farm buildings. Oae thing is a few bandles 
of hay hoops awaiting the hay press. It looks to me 
as though the next summer crops would be a little 
lighter than the last, and that the farmer will have to 
labor harder to produce three-fourths of a bushel of 
corn than he would to produce one bushel the last 
season. And as the farmer will fiad this true in his 
corn crop he will certainly find it no less true with all 
of his crops. Every hill of corn the farmer plants 
and fails to give it the necessary amount of .nourish- 
ment with some kind of manure, he so far fails to reap 
the benefit of his labor. My opinion is that no farmer 
can carry on farming successfully and sell his hay or 
the principal part of it. There may be a few excep- 
tions, where he can purchase manure at a reasonable 
rate. I consider the manure crop the most important 
the farmer can produce. Give mea plenty of barn 
manure and [ will not quarrel with apy man as to the 
best way of application, although [ am firmly of the 
opinion that surface dressing is decidedly the best. 
My method is to plow in the fall, as late as I can, 
sward land, und spread on what manure I have, and 
through the winter haul on what [ make from my 
neat cattle and horses, and spread on td- the snow, 
calculating by spring to have the whole piece covered. 
Then when the top of the ground is dry enough I am 
ready to put on the cultivator and get my ground 
ready for grain and grass seed. I never have failed to 
get a good crop of grain in this way and a fine catch 
of grass. 

A piece of ground maaured in this way will dry a2 
be ready for the seed from a week to ten days sooner 
than it will without the manure spread on. In this 
method of seeding on the sod we can get over our 
fiells much faster than we can wi:h the old rotation of 
crops—first potatoes, then corn, chen wheat or other 
grain, and consequently two applications of manure 
before seeding to grass. Farmers have found by ex- 
perience that they cannot afford to raise corn for one 
dollar per bushel by labor at one dollar and fifty cents 
per day; but they can afford to raise hay and feed to 
stock at the prices they have been getting. 

The kind of stock that is best to keep for profit can 
best be determined by each farmer for hirnself. I be- 
lieve every farmer that keeps sheep should raise one 
or more colts to follow the sheep in winter to eat what 
the sheep leave. I mean by following the sheep, that 
there should be two yards and the sheep and colts 
changed from one to the other at every feed.

My Method of Using Muck. 





Having noticed the inquiry of A. B. of Kent’s Hill, 
in the Marne Farmer, ia relation to the us3 of muck 
and plaster, [ thought I would give you my experi- 








the part of the farmer in tending a stoek of cattle such 
weather as we are now—Jan. 7th—and have been for 
two weeks experiencing, as in more uniformly cold 
weather. During mild days in winter the appetite of 
stock confined to the barn becomes languid, they eat 
much less, and need food of the best quality, or they 
will not eat it at all, The careful farmer will be quick 
to notice this chapge in the weather, and as quick 
to make a corresponding change in his manner of 
feeding. When a ‘cold snap’’ occurs, and the appe- 
tite of his domestic animals becomes crisp—then is the 
time to feed out his rough fodder. Bat while regulat- 
ing the feed of the farm stock in accordance with the 
changes of the weather, it should also be given with 
regularity ag to time and quantity. Let there be uni- 
form and reasonable periods of rest between meals, 
and Jet the amount given be no more than each ani- 
mal will eat up quick and clean. By adhering to 
these simple but necessary rules, the stock can be kept 
in good flesh, and carried through the winter at a con- 
siderable saving of forage—an item of some account 
with hay at ite present high price. 





An Aquatic Insect. 


The insect left at our office by Mr. Charles Morrill 
of this city, is the female of Corydalus cornutus, a 
semi-acquitic insect of the order} Weuropiera, and 
family Sialide. They breed about rapidly flowing 
rivers and streams, and generally in such as have a 
more or less rocky bottom. The larva of C. cornutus 
unlike the larva of most aquatic insects, leaves the 
water while yet iu the larva state, and do not usaally 
become pups for several days and sometimes weeks 
afterwards. The perfect insect flies only by night, in 
the day time hiding in obscure holes and corners, and 
from this cause, although by no means uncommon, 
are but little observed. The male has very long man- 
dibles, but the female—as in the specimen under con- 
sideration—has short, robust jaws armed with teeth, 
well fitted for defense or attack. ‘The eggs,’’ says 
the editor of the American Entomologist, ‘‘are oval, 
about the size of a radish seed, and of a pale color 
with some dark markings. They are usually deposit- 
ed in a squirish mars upon reeds or other acquatic 
plants overhanging the water.’’ This insect is figured 
and described in the American Entomologist, Vol. [, 
p. 61; and in Packard’s Guide to the Study of Insects, 
pp. 607-8.

Agricultural Education, 


The Commissioner of Agriculture, in his report for 
1868, says that the industrial colleges now springing 
into being throughout the northern and western States, 
though various in character and sims, and at present 
in the weakness and inefficiency of their infancy, are 
destined to be powerful coadjutors in the work of the 
Department. ‘Already has the discussion attendant 
upon their organization elicited inquiry, corrected 
prejudices, diffused information, and aroused enthusi- 
asm for a practical education, which cannot fail to 
accomplish good results, They are calling forth from 
the ranks of the professions, and of educated practical 

farmers, earnest men of enlarged views, and training 
them for the position of teachers in these institations, 
thus opening spheres of usefulaess to which school- 
men have hitherto been strangers, and eventually 
making @ new era in the education of the world. The 
material for these professorships is yet in the rough, 
and must be fitted and polished in the institutions 
themeelves; and as this is a progressive work, the 
country must be patient, not expecting the culmina- 


tion of a century of progress in a moment of time.”

ence in the business, and if you think it advisable to 
publish it you may doso. [ have for the past few 
years used several hundred loads of muck per year, 
in the various ways with good results. I usually haul 
it from the bog in the winter, where it has pre viously 
been shoveled into heaps while grading to set cran- 
berry vires. In the spring following I compost it with 
the manure made by my domes ic animals during the 
winter, mixing it about equal parts, and shoveling it 
over once or twide during the summer. It is then ready 
for use. I find it a valuable fertilizer for corn or any 
other field crop. I also use it as an absorbent in the 
various ways. I keep my hog-sty well supplied with 
it and also put it under the sink spout. I have a de- 
posit of muck where the soap-suds and slops from the 
chambers are prt, and [ use it freely about the privy, 
horse stable and under my cattle in the winter, epring 
and fall. I find it valuable for top dressing on grass 
land, mixed with unleaked ashes about one barrel to 
acord of muck. I have used it mixed with hen 
manare and ashes, for corn put in the hill with the 
best of resulis. 

In preparing it for corn I put it in alternate layers: 
first, muck six inches, second, ashes one inch, third, 
hen manure one inch. I then put on water gufficient 
to slack the hen manure and leach the ashes in part, 
so as to kill the acid in the muck, which in my judg- 
ment all swamp muck has; hence the benefit of ashes 
or lime with muck. After it commences to heat I 
shovel it over occasionally until I use it. I put about 
half a shovelful in a hill, which with me docs the bes‘ 
of anything [ can put under corn to give it the first 
start; and if farmers would take more pains to make 
their dressing in the various w-ys, it would supersede 
the necessity of purchasing so much patent fertilizers. 

In relation to plaster [ will sav that [ have never 
derived much benefit from it, except on broken-up 
ground, although I bave used it spread on grass land 
in the spring, but with no material benefit.

From the summary just completed for the year 1869, 
it appears that the warmest day of the year was the 
llth of July, when the mean temperature was 74 2 
degrees; the coldest day, the 221 of January, when 
the mean temperature was 38 degrees below zero. 
The highest temjerature attained during the year was 
on the Lith of July, (87.2;) the lowest temoerature 
on the 6:h of March, (22 below zero.) The range 
between these two extremes is 109.2 degrees, Tue 
mean temperature for the year was 41.77 degrees, 
The rainfall was 44817 inches, and the amouat of 
snow, 84.92 inches, Saow fell during some part of 
seven months of the year, The prevailiog wind was 
from the northwest.

Atan, 
adjvuined meet of the Ext Kennebec Union Farmers’ | 
Club, beld atthe Clark school house, near South China, ° 


Deo. 24th, the following subjeet was discussed, viz: 
“That top dressing of grass land is the most economi- 
cal method of applying manure to the soil.” Mr. 
Enos T. Clark took the afficmative of the question. 
He would top dress grass land, spreading the manure 
on in the fall, aod thioks this mode of applying ma- 
nure more in accordance with nature’s laws. He be- 
lieves manure will sustain no loss by evaporation. By 
this method of manuring he would not plough oftener 
than once in twelve or fifieen years, [He believes that 
grain crops deprive the soil of certain ingredients 
which are especially essential to the growth of suc- 
ceeding grass crops, Mr. Sumuer Hawes did not dif- 
fer essentially fe m Mr. Clark. He would spread 
manure upon grass ground soon after baying He 
would take the amouut of manure usually applied to 
one acre of corn, and apply it to two acres of grass 
land, as he believed by this method the effect would be 
decidedly in favor of ‘the hay crop. Mr. Zenas Perci- 
val being called upon to express his opinion, gave his 
experience in favor of top dressing. He spresd ma- 
nure upon a fiel! which had oot been tilled for fifteen 
years, and found the benefit greater than upon fields 
which had not been mown but two or three years. 
Mr. Geo. F. Clark opened the negative of the question. 
He would plow or cultivate the manure into the soil, 
and thought it en important point to have the ma- 
bure well incorporated with the soil. He regarded 
surface manuring as being a wasteful method of ap- 
plying manures, Was a firm believer in the rotation 
of crops. Would plant ground the first year, sow to 
grain the second, and seed downtograss. Mr. Henry 
C. Hamilton followed Mr. Clark. He alluded to a 
case where a farmer top dressed a field which was 
not level, much of the manure washed off into an 
adjoining pascure where the effect was most manifest. 
He believes farmers freque tly ploughed in manure too 
deep. Would spread upon the furrows and cultivate 
thoroughly. Mr. S. J. Newell said he had tried sur- 
face manuring upon his farm with unsatisfactory re- 
sults. Spreads his manure and cultivates it into the 
ground. He thought thorough cultivation a matter of 
great importance. Mr. Williams thought manure 
should be incorporated with the soil from one to four 
inches deep according to the amount applied. He 
would apply in the fall when practicable, and believed 
manure when spread upon the surface was subject to 
more or less loss by evaporation. At the close of the 
discussion the members were equally divided in regard 
to the question.

West Wixrerport.— Sheep Husbandry. The West 
Winterport Farmers’ Club met at an adjvutoed meet- 
ing Thursday, Dec. 80th, and took up the question of 
sheep husbandry and dairying. There was quite a di- 
versity of opinion, which is the most profit, the cow or 
sheep; but those who have figured the expense and 
profit of both decide as follows: Allowing the expense 
of feeding a cow to be thirty-six dollars, and the skim 
milk to balance the labor of manufacting the butter, 
the estimated amount of butter made from one cow, 
with the above amount of feed, to be two hundred 
pounds a year, at thirty three and one-third cents, 
sixty-six and two-thirds dollars, leaving a net profit 
of thirty and two-thirds dollars. 

Allowing the expense of feeding twelve sheep to be 
thirty six dollars; the wool of twelve sheep at four and 
one-half pounds per head is fifty-four pounds, at fifty 
cents per pound, twenty-seven dollars; and twelve 
lambs at three dollars apiece, thirty-six dollars. The 
estimated amount of wool and lambs received from 
twelve sheep in one year with the above amount of 
feed, is sixty-three dollars; net profit twenty-seven 
dollars.

Bucxsport.— Feeding of Domestic Animals. At 
a regular meeting of the Farmers’ Social Club of 
Buckeport, the sunject of feeding domestic animals in 
the winter season, was discussed with much spirit and 
ability. Various modes were presented, all centeriog 
at one point, economy and profit. All agreed to feed- 
ing three times a day, and giving watertwice. Warm 
barns well lighted and ventilated are indispensible to 
the health and comfort of animals. They should re- 
main quiet between meals. It was remarked that in 
the change from grass to hay, animals require the best 
hay in store, until the system had accomplished the 
change which nature has provided. Feeding milch 
cows was very ably discussed by the best milk farmers 
present, who repudiate the feeding of cows witb corn, 
cotton seed and oil cake meal to force a large flow of 
milk, as the practice would most certainly ‘‘run them 
off the milk track’’ in three years, and then it is not 
so easy a matter to replace them. [t would pay bet- 
ter to feed on good hay, potatoes, roots, &., with 
some shorts or fine feed, and run cows some five or six 
years. It was asserted that if poor hay must be fed, the 
night was the best time. If animals are to be kept on 
etraw, put it under them, as that will pay better than 
in feeding it to them. Steaming hay bad oe repre 
sentative who asserted that if poor hay was steamed 
animals would eat it as readily as good hay, and if 
changed from good hay, to poor steamed hay they 
would eat it with the same relish.

Wiyturop.—Statement of a good Cow. At a 
meeting of the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Ciub held in 
this town on the evening of the 30th of December last, 
the following statement of the income and the expense 
of keeping 4 cow belonging to Lewis Packard of this 
town, was made. The cow was eight years old, a 
grade Jersey. She dropped her calf the 19th of March. 
The calf was taken from the cow the 221 and learned 
to drink; and the first seven weeks the milk was 
skimmed and given to the calf after having set twenty- 
foar hours, and she made during these seven weeks 
624 lbs. of butter, a fraction off of 9 Ibs. per week. 
During the next four weeks and four days (for the 
time ending the 11th of June, she made 11 Ibs. and 
11 oz. per week. The first week in June she made 12 
lbs , the 44 daye following she made 9 Ibs. —2 lbs. per 
day—making 1144 lbs. of butter in 11 weeks + 
days. The calf was sold at 7 weeks old for$15. The 
cost of keeping was as follows: 8 lbs. of shorts and 3 
pints of Iadian meal per day, and what good hay she 
required. The meal costs 2 ots. per pint, the sborts 
64 cts for 3 lbs., making 124 cts. per day for extra 
keeping. The ameunt will stand thus: Extra keep per 
week 874 cts.; the cost of hay per week 70 ots.—mak- 
ing $1.574 per week—making $18.27 for 114 weeks 
keeping. 1144 Ibs. of butter at 40 cts per 1), $45.- 
80; calf at 7 weeks old, $15, making $60.80; from 
which deduct the cost of keepiog,—$ 18,27 ,—leaving 
$42.53 profit for 11 weeks and 4 days. [ think she 
would made 200 lbs. in the remaining part of the 
season, making 314 lbs. for the season, H.

Burying Bees. 


Some years ago a friend informed me that he had 
kept bees in Massachusetts, and the better to winter 
some young swarms that were short of honey, he had 
buried them. He said he always selected those that 
he judged would not winter in the common way. He 
had buried some at different times, he judged as many 
as twenty st cks in all, and never lost any by 80 du- 
ing. They always did well, 

Following his instructions, I that wioter buried two 
weak colonies in a coarse sand bank. [ put them be- 
neath the frost, gave them no ventilation, and filled 
the gravel in against and on top of the hives. Sone 
space was left beneath the hives, to secure them against 
damage by water, The bees were put in on the 18th 
of December, and taken out on the 14th of April fol- 
lowing—being as early as the ground thawed over 
them. The combs were not badly moulded, and there 
were only about @ dozen bees ea each bottom board, 
which I presume were there whcn the hives were put 
fa. Those bers did well the next summer. 

Last fall [ baried four hives ia the same way, ex- 
cept thatI put them in fiae compact sand. Two of 
these hives were well filled. Taney all mou'ded pretty 
bad; the two full ones were lost as a conseqaence, and 
besides, the bees of the other hives died as mach as 
others wintered on their stands. Both the stocks that 
survivel did very well for the season this summer. 

As the honey season here has been very poor, and 
[ have a number of young swarms that have but little 
honey, I have resolved to bury ten of them ina gravel 
bank, but shall give them ventilation this time. I 
mean to put them in just before winter sets in. 

I use the Colton hive. Movable comb hives and 
Ttalian bees are scarce here. 

The fact that bees can be wintered well a number of 
feet under grouad, without ventilation, and with the 
ground frozen over them, is (with me) good evidence 
that bees need but little air in winter.—ALonzo Bar- 
NARD, Bangor, in American Bee Journal. 








Change of Food Needful. 


Man, when confined for any considerable time to 
one kind of food, is more liable to disease than whep 
his regimen is varied. The disease common among 
sailors on long voyages is an illustration of this. 

Now, what is true of man, is equally true of the 
various species of animals. Domestic animals, when 
confined furan undue period of time to one kind of 
food, sicken and die. Barnyard cattle suffer from the 
same cause. For them, nature has furnished a variety. 
In summer the different kinds of grasses, with their 
rich juices, tempt their taste and improve their flesh. 
Yet even then, we obtain an argument €r a variety 
of food, from the fact that cattle which are fed with 
grain or vegetables put on fat more rapidly than when 
they partake of grass alone. But io the winter our 
ordinary dry food is not as conductive to growth as 
the summer grasses. 

**Fodder,”’ as it is familiarly termed, has lost mach 
of its origiual properties ia curing. You will find the 
defect in part supplied by roots of various kinds, 
Among these, turnips, carrots, beets, and the like, 
have their value. But these, or something of the 
kind, should be provided to give variety to var winter 
supply of stock. 

Farmers, look to this, and see if the best cattle, and 
the best folds of sheep are not those which have fur- 
nished with a variety of food durifig their long winter 
confinements. Would you have good stock ?—then 
have good bins full of roots for their winter feed. 





The Management of Sheep. 





Whatever plan is adopted for a sheep-barn, certain 
things are indispensable. It should stand on, and be 
surrounded by dry ground; occupy an elevated, airy 
position but one as little exposed as possible to prevail- 
ing winter winds; be of easy access to water; possess 
ample capacity for the number of sheep to be kept in 
it;’and have means of thorough ventilation. Straw- 
ing, or littering sheep-yards in winter is a matter of 
prime importance. If sheep are compelled to stand 
or move about in mud, or water, whenever out of 
doors, the most liberal feeding and good management 
in every other particular, will hardly preserve them 
in the best condition. Where sheep are kept exclu- 
sively on hay in our Northern States, the Merino and 
grade Merino, require about one pound per diem, for 
every thirty pounds of their own live weight, Salt 
and sulphur sbould be fed as often as once a week. 
Regularity in feeling is of the utmost importarice. 
All experienced fl:ck masters concur in the opinion 
that sheep fed with perfect regularity as to time and 
amount, will be better on rather inferior keep, than 
on the best without that regularity —H. G. Assorr 
in Bath Times. 





Temperature of Stables. 


Much is said and written about these days on keep- 
ing cattle and other domesticated live stock warm in 
winter, as they will eat lessani look sleeker. There 
is danger of keeping cattle too warm, when in the barn, 
as well astooccld. Both errors should be avoided: 
the former of two is more fatal to-health, appetite and 
constitutional vigor than the latter. Ifyou would keep 
your farm stock hearty and hardy, with plump, hard 
and vigorous muscles, do not keep the temperature of 
your stables too high; on the other hand, do not allow 
your stock to be uncomfortable by reason of the cold. 
While avoiding both extremes. you will ever keep your 
stock healihfal, playful and seewiogly cheerful, provid- 
ed always that they be timely and suitably fed. What 
farmer has not learned that it is not healthful to sleep 
in a warm‘room in the winter? Of the two extremes, 
it is far better for appetite and healthful vigor, there- 
fore, for both body and mind, as weil as cheerfulness 
of temper and lightness of spirit, to sleep in a room 
away from artificial heat, than in a room of high tem- 
perature, Let this be suggestive of the degree of tem- 
peratore for stables, styes and henneries.— Boston 
Cultivator. 





Black Knot on Cherry Trees. 


A oo’ t of the New England Farmer 
says he bas tested the old well-tried remedy of excision 
for thirteen years, and the trees continue handsome 
and vigorous and bear abundantly every year, while 
all around him they are spoiled by the black knot. 
He cuts the branch off as soon as it is affected, and if 
the limb is too large, the knot is shaved off clean. We 
have pursued this course for twenty-five years on the 
plum, and have been equally successful. The remedy 
is perfectly simple, very easy, and requires but little 
labor. All that is neceseary is prompt attention at all 
times. 








Keep your Land Good. 


We are apt to crop our land until the soil is ex- 
hausted or greatly reduced—indeed, crop it so long as 
any profit can be realized. This is very wrong; it is 
killing land; and its complete restoration therexfter 
is impossible. It can only be brought up to a profita- 
ble point by manure and labor, but never to the orig- 
inal fertility, if that fertility was large. 

The way is to seed down before the soil is reduced. 
Then there wi.l be a better catch and a more certain 
crop Land shoul! be kept up. That is the great 
secret.—Rural World. 





Barn Itch on Cattle. 


At this season of the year, as wellas later in the 
season, cattle are liable to this disease, which, if not 
arrested upor its first appearance, will be sure to go 
through a etock, and be of equal damage to the 
growth of the stock. Its symptoms are a scurf on the 
external part of the body, which most generally makes 
its first appearance around the eye and nose, and 
which is always attended with an itching. The fol- 
lowing receipt is siid to be a sure remedy :—‘‘Lard 
and sulphur in equal parts, melt, mix and apply all 
over the affected parts, and rab thoroughly with the 
hand or a brush.’’ 





Clover as a Fertilizer. . 


When red clover is ploughed under to renovate the 
soil, and when the crop is good, the clover roots and 
stabble, with barn-yard manure, will furnish all the 
vegetable matter needed in the soil, while in feeding 
clover hay, nearly all the mineral matter, nitrogen 
and ammonia is passed, and may be saved in the ma- 
erin dotte al te , where all is well managed, 
and the clover up while yet in fall vigor, 
so as to secure the benefit from the large mass 
of roots, nearly the fall benefit of the clover crop may 
be had, both by feeding and for making manure.

Governor’s Address. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and 
House of Representatives: 

In approaching the duties of another session, it is 
well to impress upon the mind a due estimate of their 
importance; and ackuowledging and invoking the 
Divine favor, seek fur wisdom in their faithful die- 
charge. It istrae that the councils of the nation 
have more to do with the greater matters of our com- 
mon weal or woe; but the questions which are within 
your control, and the duties to which you are now 


conscience and wisdom. 

While the dark burden of the war rolled its gloom 
over us, the people were mot niggardly nor over-criti- 
cai in receiving whatever promised aid in the great 
deliverance. With a patriotism which knew no class 
or section, with a generosity which coanted no cost, 
and a devotion that shrank from no sacrifice, they 
poured their choicest treasure and their most precious 
L.fe into the field w: ere the great issue was joined for 
the guarantees of liberty and a government of law 
lateot on this they paid little attention to little things; 
they did not stop toe challenge either men or measures 
that came in the guise and color of the common cause. 
Bat the crisis now is past; the field won. The times 
are different; our duties new. We must challenge 
both measures and men; cast out the false, displace 
the weak, entrench the strong. We must look back 
over the tumultuous track and see where ruin can be 
repaired and abuses corrected; the false channels cut 


prosperity restored. We must look forward, not only 
to see what must be boroe, but what must be done,— 
stifled energies to be set free, new powers put in mo- 
tion. No spiritless or timid reluctance to grapple 
with the vexed questions which may claim our atten- 
tion, should be allowed to settle upon us from the too 
modest impression that our acts are of little conse- 
quence. Oa the contrary, never was sound judgment 
and generous toil, and the clear, sharp scrutiny that 
rans before and after, more demanded by the exigency 
of the times and the interests of the people.

It is 
something more than a police to arrest evil and punish 
wrong. It must also encourage good, point out im- 
provements, open rovds of prosperity and infuse life 
into all right enterprises.

_ The recommendation of a tax to be laid upon for- 
eign Insurance Companies doing business in the State, 
seems well supported by argument. 
Those who are interested in the condition of our 
people, will not be content to estimate the prosperity 
of the State from the operations of capitalists and the 
balance of trade. They will also look upon the greit 
masses and see if they can live upon their daily labor; 
be what use they can put their earnings, and to what 
advantage their small savings. There you can best 
discover whether you are rightly solving the problems 
of political economy, or realizing the objects of socie- 
ty. : There are now 87 savings banks in Maine, several 
having been recently chartered in what we might call 
| our country towns; the chief apprehension in regard 
to which is, that they may not be able to afford suita- 
ble security against robbery. The dep. sits for the past 
year amount to $10,839,955 by about 40,000 depos- 
itors, making an average of something over $250 each. 
An interesting comparison is shown by the fact that 
the amount thus laid in store from honest and hard- 
earned gains, is already more than a million and a 
quaater larger than the aggregate capital of all our 
banks of issue, State and National, and nearly two 
and three-quarter millions larger than the whole of 
our bonded public debt. 

It is urged by some that a direct tax should be laid 
on savings banks. It is a sound principle that prop- 
erty should share as equally as possible the public 
burden; and it seems, at first sight, that savings banks 
should no more be exceptions to the rule than avy 
other banks. But it will be seen upon reficction that 
the spirit and intent of depositors in the savings bav ks 
dffer entirely from the object and operation of depos- 
its in other banks, and it is a grave question whether 
this difference is not of such a nature and result as to 
make the savings banks a positive benefit to the State, 
which might even entitle tvem to special grace, prac- 
tically amounting toa bounty, or premium, if you 
please. These banks are the special depositaries of the 
poor; treasuries of pittances which could in no other 
way be so well guarded and made profitable. If not 
kept here many of them would not be kept at all. 
Besides the actual saving of earnings and the positive 
addition to wealth thence accruing,—itself an object 
worthy of your thoughtfal care—-there are incidental and 
even more valuable advantages. The moment he has 
snoney in the bank, the hamblest feels a braciag up 
of his self-respect and whole moral force. From that 
moment springs an incentive to industry, frugality, 
temperance, enterprise; to all, in fact, which consti- 
tate good citizenship, and advances the character end 
condition of mea. Anything therefore, which tends 
to discourage deposits in savings banks shoulu be 
scrupulously avoided. If there were any way to reach 
the large depositors by requiring the officers of banks 
to make retarns to the assessors of towns for parpose 
of taxation, it would certainly be well. Bat first pre- 
mising that large sums are less likely than small ones 
to escape taxstion in the ordinary way, it is to be said 
that such depositors might still easily evade the law, 
and the burden would fall back on those less able to 
bear it. 

Indeed the mere fact itself of publishing Savings 
Banks deposits would intimidate sn i dishearten many 
whose very struggle and merit it is to keep this pit- 
tance from the willfal and wasteful hands which would 
at the same time destroy it an themselves. By the 
very confidential relations of these banks many a poor 
woman is helped in her heroic struggles to bear her 
unequal burden. Therefore it seems to me better even 
to suffer such evils as we do, than in the attempt to 
correct them to subvert a far greater good. 

What this State needs is capital—money in motion, 
whether gold or currency. Our material is stagnant, 
our industry crippled, our enterprise staggered for 
want of money, which is power. What makes the 
sinews of war makes also the sinewsof peace. Maine 
strikes me as quite different in her circumstances from 
the other New Eogland States, with their denser pop- 
ulation, developed arts and mdaustries, their central- 
ization of forces and accumulation of capital. She 
reminds me more of the Westera States in her condi- 
tion and neede,—a virgin soil, undeveloped powers, 
vast forests, and vigorous men, but no money. Like 
them she is trying to build railroads, invite immigra- 
tion and develop her resources, and perhaps is not so 
much in love with a high tariff as some of her more 
cultivated sisters The elements and powers of na- 
ture, and the energy and enterprise of men in order 
to be turned to account for the great uses of civiliga- 
tion, must wait on capital, Unfortunately we cannot 
hold our own: we can keep neither our men nor our 
mon:y at home. Higher rates of interest for the one, 
and quicker and larger returns for the other win the 
game. The result isa double drain which keeps all 
our channels low. This evil must be remedied or 
Maine will have to wait a great while for her corona- 
tion, What can be done it is not easy to say specifi- 
cally. We must look to the National Government to 
strike off some of our fetters and lighten some of our 
burdena. To me it seems unwise: to cramp our ever- 
gies with duties and taxes in trying to do everything 
in one day. I have no great pride against letting 

ebody else help pay the costof the war. The 








my duty to fill for the time, and [ accordingly appoint 
ed Hop. Lot M Morrill. It now devolves on you to 
elect a Senator for the remainder of the term ending 
March, 1871. 

I proceed to lay before you an abstract of the con- 
dition of the State, with a few suggestions which ap- 
pear needful to be made: the more complete details 
and cogent reasons will for the most part appear in 
the several reports and other documents submitted to 
your inspection. 

FINANCIAL. 

The report of the Treasurer will present a most in- 
teresting statement and history of our finances. Our 
receipts during the past year have been $939,814.50, 
and our expenditures $919,609 80. Oa the old civil 
debt we have paid the annual installment of $37,000, 
leaving a balance of $384.000. Oar war debt Deo, 
3 ist, 1869, was $4,632,500. This is amply provided 
for by the sinking fund arising from the tax of three- 
fourths of a millon the dollar by the valuation of 
1860. Of this debt $800,000 falls due in 1871. The 
sinking fund with the collections from the general 
government appliel to extinguish this debt, already 
amounts to $972,530, eo that we are already $172,- 
580 in advance of our liabilities in 1871, and at the 
present rate of increase we shal) be $300,800 ahead. 

Our whole public debt Jan. Ist, 1870, including 
the civil and the war debt, and the municipal reim- 
bursement loan is $8,109,900. Notwithstanding the 
heavy drain on the ['reasury last year, expenditares 
have been so economized and cut short that the loan 
authorized to meet current expenses has not been re- 
sorted to, nor have even the appropriations been ex- 
hausted. It is estimated thit with all that may rea- 
sonably be contemplated, the rate of taxation this 
year will fall somewhat short of the last. Sull, we 
should make all reasonable appropriations. It would 
be poor economy to refuse to expenfany money till 
our debts are paid. 

Tne remarkable feature of our finances.this year 
is the assumption by the State of a portion of the war 
expenses of towns. This is made at the rate of $100 
for every three year’s man actually furnished for the 
war. After a long and thorough examination of the 
most tangled and perplexing matters, the commission- 
ers appointed to adjust the reimbursement have now 
made thelr report, which will be found to contain se- 
rious matters of history in regard to the method of 
furnishing men for the war. They adjadge the sum 
of $8,105,183.33. The fractional parts of $100 re- 
quired to be paid in currency in this distribution 
amount to $20,783.83. For the rest, viz. $3,084,- 
400, Bonds of the State are now ready for issue bear- 
ing interest from Oct. Ist, 1869, at the rate of six per 
cent., payable semi-annually. To provide for this 
interest and the rateable portion of the sinking fund 
required to extinguish this debt, you will need to 
assess the sum of about $80,000. 

It would serve as a protection against loss or rob- 
bery, if you were to provide for the of 
these bonds as the holders might desire. If a por- 
tion of this loan finds its way to the market, there is 
Bo reason to apprihend a serious depreciation. Under 
the late stringen-y which so severely tested all bonded 
securities, ours fell off not more than 2 or 8 per cent.

great debt of the coun'ry is a boon which we must in- 
vite posterity to share, aling with the blessir gs which 
they will inherit with it. We gave our strength, our 
blood, our tars; let the delivered future bear a part 
at least in the thank-offering. If we can do anything 
that will make labor, skill, talent and capital remu- 
nerative, that let us do, People will come and will 
stay ; money will be kept and brought, if we can man~ 
age to make it pay. What we can do for money does 
not readily appear. But we can look over the situation. 
As I have said, higber ra‘es of interest abroad lure 
our movey away. Money will seek the highest level 
as sure as water. Argument and entreaty will not 
change the course of this inexorable law. Capitalists 
are reluctant. Some scruple to receive an illegal rate 
end so refuse. Some stipulating for these rates know- 
ing that they can ooly trust the honor of the borrower 
for the continuance, want a better security. Bat 
mortgages of real estate, which is about all we have, 
carry a long right of redemption, and the lender is 
liable to be kept three years out of the money at 
merely the low legal rate, The result is he will not 
accept even the mortgage, but demands an outright 
deed, and then the borrower must trust the honor of 
the leader, which in turn may not be very valuable 
security. 

Two things would undoubtedly tend to make money 
more plenty. 1. To perfect aud make practicable our 
free banking law. 2. To legalize higher rates of inter- 
est, Of course the suggestion of evils growing out of 
the latter proposal at once arises. But it may be that 
the example of the General Government which com- 
pelled us to suspead specie payments, may also cowpel 
us fora time to recognize a rate of interest corres- 
poncing with this geveral practice and sanction. 

The Commissioners on the State Valuation will sub- 
mit the results of their labors for your action, which 
will require your careful serutiny and impartial judg- 
ment. 

INSTITUTIONS, REFORMATORY AND SANITARY. 

The various institutions uoder the care of the S’ate 
are generally in a prosperous condition. The Reform 
School shows excellent management. The business is 
conducted with judgment and energy; the discipline 
and care of the boys is wise and kind; and although 
this is in some sense a prison, it is in the,best sense a 
school. It is agreater task than we might think to 
admivister the affairs of such an institation with en- 
tire success. We have every reason to be gratified 
with the present results. 

I trust we sball not lose sight of the proposition so 
cordially received two years ago, to eetablish an In- 
dustrial School for girls. Such an inttitution would 
do much good, and sive from vast evils. The subject 
cannot but command the sympathy of every- humane 
and considerate man.

Cordially cooceding all that is claimed 
for the sincere efforts of those who have the man 
ment of the institution in charge, I still remain of 
the opinion that we are somewhat sbort of perfection 
in our methods, if not in our system of caring for the 
inssne. Cells and corridors and stone walls are dreary 
| confines for minds broken under the weizht of re» or 
fancied wrongs. It may be justified on the homceopa- 
_ thic p:ineple that the proper medicine for a sick man 
is that which produces the same disease in a well one; 
for a brief treatment of a sane man in these crowded 
corridors would very soon give him a title to stay there. 
I cannot venture to point out (eves were I able) pre- 
cisely what should be done, but we may reasonably 
expect that those who are especially charged with this 
responsibility, instead of troubling themselves too 
much to defend what they do, should set themselves 
to search out and correct the evils which inevitabiy 
grow up in such institutions and think it no confession 
of fault if they strive to improve in every poseible 
way their methods, instramentalities, and even their 
system. 

If I were to permit myself a suggestion it would be 
that we strive to make the Hospital less of a prison 
and attend more to the healing influences of Nature. 
Let the inmates come in contact as much as possible 
with that which is calm and free and natural and sane. 
I think that the laying out of the grounds on some 
artistic plan would affurd salutary employment and 
recreation to many of the inmates, and thas without 
much outlay by the State the place may be made at- 
tractive, and the gloom which pervades the stmos- 
phere of such an iostitu'ion be nitigated if nt dis- 
pelled by the beauty and sslubrity of its surroundings. 

For some reason which does not pew clearly appear 
the Insane Hospital is largely exempt from that re- 
sponsibility to tne Executive Council which affects 
other [nstitutions of the State. The practical effects 
of this appear in many ways, and have not contrib- 
uted to relieve the doubts which have sometimes : risen 
in regard to the management of the establishment. I 
would therefore recommend that the hospita) be placed 
under the same supervision as other Institutions sus- 
taining a similar relation to the State. 

The Trustees of the Maine General fospital will ask 
your aid. It is understood that generous private bene- 
factions are ready to follow an appropriate endowment 
by the State. This petition is eminently proper, and 
should be received with the most favorable disposition. 

EDUCATIONAL, 

There is probably no branch of our public interests 
where such improvement has been made as in that of 
our common schools, Not that any striking changes 
or brilliant results have as yet appeared; but what I 
mean to say is, that we are set upon right ways; that 
the faults, the wastes, and the wants of our former. 
practices have been brought out and appropriate means 
have been set in motion which can scarcely fail to work 
salutary and permanent effects, We are seeking, not 
so much to change the system, as to infuse life into it; 
so that the best appliances, the best methods and the 
experience of tlie best minds, can be extended to re - 
mote and bumble places; s» that in an educational 
sense, we can secure through every nook and corner 
of the State the equal rights of all. 

It is moreover no exaggeration to say that the 
present is a new era in teaching. It is nota little 
singular to find novelty in anartso old, But the 
spirit of our institutions, the demands of the times 
have necessitated aims, objects. and methods which 
render edacation altogetber a different business from 
what it was a generation ago, It no longer seeks to 
cram the mind with strange forms and aggregated 
facts, without harmony, relation, life or permanence; 
it now teaches the mind from the very siart to observe, 
compare, analyze, assimilate—to master and make its 
own ;—in f:ot it is educetion—the training, unfolding, 
leading and fashioning forth of the mind. Teachers 
must now have something more than a good moral 
character—tbat and something besides—they must 
demonstrate that they have character at all. They 
can’t teach merely what they have borrowed over 
night; bat only that which they have wrougbt out and 
made their own. This tells on the young mind; gives 
it edge and point, and in many ways tends to fit all, 
both teacher and taught, toenter undismayed the 
arena of these stirring and eventful times. I[ think 
the highest good is flowing from our Normal Schools, 
and [ustitutes and County Sapervisorships. They 
have caught the right spirit and transfase it. They 
are the means mainly by which the State is to be 
reached and brought within the better modes, 

That the people are awuke in this matter, it is easy 
to see. They have raised over $800,000, this past 
year, by direct taxation, aud expended the total sum 
of $1,100,000 for the support of echools. It remaios 
for us to take care, by all means in our power, that 
such means are pot wasted and such intentions foilei. 
| We want among other things, to see that all have a 
fair chance; that, for instance, the cost and changes 
anJ variety of books do not put poor parents to dis- 
tress to keep the means of education within their chil- 
drens’ reach. 

[ feel that these are important matters, and have 
thus spoken that we may understand the spirit in 
which we shall be called to act. We heve wasted a 
good deal of time and money hitherto; but I believe 
we have now begun better things, and that with the 
intelligence, good sense and vigor now brought to bear 
on these interests, our people will before long be satis- 
fied with the results of their generosity and care. 

As to our College of Agriculture and Mechanical 
Arte, although generous devotion to duty has been 
manifest on the part of all who are charged with its 
immediate conceras, it yet fails to atiain to quite the 
prosperity which we hoped, and which I believe is still 
possible for it. Itis my duty to say that, so far as 
appears, there are two principal causes of its present 
feeble and uncertain condition.

A large lot of material accumulated in the Arsenals, 
and practically worthless to the State, has been very 
advantageously sold.under the direction of » commit- 
tee of the Council, and the proceeds, $2,564 61, paid 
into the Treasury. ce 

The State Pension Law has been administered with 

much care. The whole number of application for 1869 
is 772. Of these 635 have been allowed at various 
rates. The whole amount expended to date is $24,- 
662. The pension year ends somewhat awkwardly on 
the 23d of February, which constantly renders a com- 

lete report to the Legislature impossible. It would 
be better to make the pension account end with the 
year. Itis estimated that some 50 claims more will 
be prerented and allowed, rendering the whole num- 
ber of pensions some 700, apd swelling the amount 
paid for the full year to about $35,000. These figures 
we may now regard as about the settled amounts of 
our liabilities on the score of pensions. The law and 
its application is now so well understood that few but 
meritorious cases will “ply, and these, it may be pre- 
sumed, are now nearly all in. It will be seen that the 
amounts received by the pensioners fall very far short 
of the maximum allowed by law, viz: $96 each. The 
average is now very nearly $50. The appropriation 
being limited, we sre, of course, anxious to keep with- 
in the amount; while the applicants are so many that 
to render aid to all, the sum allowed to each must 
necessarily be small, and some have to be sent away 
empty, and perbaps rather summarily. You will 
doubtless continue this aid. It seems indeed pitifully 
small, compared with the great gift these widows and 
orphans and wounded men have made to the nation in 
ber hour of peril. This pittance does not restore 
health, ner the son, or husband, or father. The guide 
of youth and ee stay of age is smitten from their 
sight. The best we can do is poor—the most we can 
give is little. That at any rate we should do and 
should give, The cost of the Pension office will be 
$2,100 for the year. Perhaps some saving might be 
wade and some other advantages secured by placing 
this business.in the Adjutant General’s cffice. The 
ordinary daties of that office will naturally be less as 
we gradually settle up the accounts of the war. One 
disadvantage would be obviated—the changing of 
hands each year. In all doubtful or disputed cases as 
now, appeal might still be had to the Governor. 

The Board of Guardians of destitute orphans of 
soldiers and sailors have used such diligence as’ they 
could in fulfilling their trust. The duties of this 
Board are varied and wide. Besides receiving appli- 
cations they have to search out cases, visiting distant 
places for the personal inspection of reported destitu- 
tion, and sometimes assuming the entire cire of the 
homeless and unprotected. The result bas shown 
moeny bereaved families and much suffering. The 
number of orphans now on our list.is 2,270, Of these, 
1,200 have more or less been aided. Sixty have been 
absolutely taken into our care, and most of them 
placed in those beneficent [nstitutions which are well 
called Homes. The Orphan Asylam, at Bangor, has 
received 25, and the amount paid for their support thus 
far is $1,000. This [netitution is not primarily’ de- 
voted to orphans of this class, But the broad and 
tender charity that presides over it has admitted these 
little ones as a epecial favor, which we were authorized 
by the Legislature to accept. The Orphans’ Home, at 
Bath, isnow established under the most happy aus- 
pices. The conditions annexed to tthe appropriation 
of last winter were promptly fulfilled by generous citi- 
zens of Bath whose names are already venerated for 
acts of charity, and a commodious estate was bought 
ard refitted for the Home. It is not completely fur- 
nished as yet, but the space is ample, and with the 
benefactions which qill follow this institution will be- 
come the dispenser of many blessings. There are 33 
orphans now there. The amount paid for their sup- 
port is $2,060. The whole amount disbursed up to 
the present time is $11,230; remaining in the hands 
of the Board for disbursement dusing the next quarter 
$8,920. Expenses of the Board thus far $850, mak- 
jing the total drawn from the treasury on this account 
for the year $15,000, which leaves the balance of the 
»ppropriation, viz: $5,000, unexpended and not drawn 
from the treasury. Whatever means you provide for 
the care of these orphans, it is a°duty too sacred to be 
slighted. The alms house, the hovel, snd the street, 
are sad homes for the sons of martyrs. 


LEGAL, 


The Attorney General suggests important changes 
in our laws. Especially do | concur in his recommen- 
dation that the act of 1869 relating to reviews in 
capital cases, together with the related and consequent 
scotions of other acts, be repealed. This was one of 
those acts hurried through near the close of the seesion 
without due consideration. Although impressed with 
grave doubts as to its constitutionality and fitness to 
promote the eods of justice, I was in that brief time 
unable to prepare and present such reasons of public 
policy as would warrant me in opposing an act which 
had the weighty sanction of a majority of the Legisla- 
ture. I believe the intent and practical working of 
the Jaw were not at thst time fully understood. 

The Governor and Council were instracted at the 
last session to provide for a revision and consolidation 
of the Public Statutes by contract or commission. 
After careful consideration it was deemed advisable to 
appoint commissioners for that purpose. These gen- 
ulemen have been diligently employed upon their 
work, and their report will be laid before you at an 
early day. The matter of changing the phraseology, 
be it never go slightly, of existing laws in order to 
harmonize and consolidate them, is so delicate a task 
that you will pardon me if I remind you of the close 
scrutiny with which such a revision must be examined 
before it ig passed upon, making no doubt at the same 
time that the work of the board will be found in a high 
de accurate and judicious. The period happens 
to be a critical one; the census about to be taken, the 
new valuation of property to hold for the next ten 
years, and various matters of unusual importance 
awaiting your decision, render it of the utmost impor- 
tance that you should use the best discretion and fore- 
sight in repealing obnoxious or unnecessary laws, and 
in enacting such as, incorporated into this reyision, 
may give it some chance of standing for ten Years 
without being so mutilated and overlaid as soon to be- 
come almost without advantage. 

The complaint is not unfrequently made that the 
administration of justice is neither so prompt oor so 
impartial as it should be ih this State. If this is so 
the remedy is beyond the reach of my suggestions. I 
am of opinion, however, that an injastice is done the 
court as well as the people by reason of the fact that 
the Judges of the Supreme Court are required to travel 
over the length breadth of this State without 
proper remuneration. I am not aware that this is the 
case with any other officer ou public duty. It is well 
known the salaries of the jadgee are inadequate, and 
without derogating aught from that high reverence for 
the court which is naturally entertained by us all, and 
so especially commanded by the character of our 

resent Bench, it is still by no means unnatural that a 
judge detained from home at heevy expense, every 
day ery 7 ei a upon his scanty means of 
support, might e impatient of long terms, and 
in his anxiety possibly slight some duties. When it 
is the case as now, that the more one does the lees pay 
he har, the tendency and effect it is mot difficult to 

reeive, An unembarrassed inlependent judiciary 

of inestimable value. I would respecttully suggest 
that the actual circuit expenees of the Justices of the 
8 Court be audited and paid by the State.

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stra companionship, under a banper which had 
sever Ger 80 en to them, aud which lost its 
consecration by their laying on of hands. The ele- 
ments which conspired in this movement and the 
animus which impelled it, appeat®to have been so 
well understood by our people as to require no analy- 
sis by me. 4,700 votes in total of nearly 100,000 
after the unparalleled resorts of that campaign, prove 
that whoever else voted that way, the Temperance 
men of Maine did not. They answer to a longer roll- 
call. They muster a nobler host. The people of this 
State are a temperate , and ‘‘in -favor of tem- 
perance,’’ if that can mean any more. They are also 
a manly people. They do not fear to express their 
opinions, nor sbrink from espousing any just cause, 
What they desire of right or expedient in their laws 
they will in their own good time have. But anything 
foreed apon them contrary to their best judgment, 
and consequent upon their good nature alone, cannot 
be expected to receive their hearty moral * or 
be productive of real good, It is a sad day, however, 
for the welfare of this State when a rash measure must 
be adopted simply because no one dares for a moment 
to question its expediency lest its champions should 
taunt him with infidelity to a creed of which they are 
not the chosen apostles, and anathematize him in the 
name of @ power which they have usurped, 
Gentlemen, I yield to no man in respect for the 
rights of minorities. This is the glory and nobility of 
liberty. Men may vote as they please and be pro- 
tested, They may do and say what they please, per- 
haps, but not without being he'd responsible for the 
abuse ef the privilege. And if I may be allowed the 


opportunity to advert to matters which, although ofa | 


personal nature, yet in their effects rise to the dignity 
of a public consideration, let me here deprecate the 
practice so recklessly resorted to in the last campaign, 
of aspersing the motives of cfficial conduct, and of 
misrepresenting private character for political and 
sinister ends. So far as those efforts were successful, 
I fear they did no good to the cause of temperance, or 
to the young men of Maine. It isa regard for their 
welfare and solicitade that those who have fullowed 
me on other fields may not be seduced to wrong ways, 
by the false fancy that they are following me still, 
that I ask you to let me lift my standard for a mo- 
ment that they may eee where am. Let them not 
think that the record of a life-long loyalty is so easily 
reversed, I shall not seek safety in the lines of the 
enemy to escape the mutinies of the discontented, more 
anxious for their own way than for vietory; nor turn 
back to camp because some raw recruit on picket, 
with the impetaosity of terror, unable to diecern front 
from rear, or friend from foe, shrieks at me for the 
countersign. : 

Let us not, however, in our scorn of bypocrisy, or 
resistence to ill judged or encroaching measures, be 
forced into a seeming antagonism to virtue and to 
these who love and labor for its cause. But rather 
with ovol brain and steady nerve, summoning all the 
agencies of good, whether of heart or hand, go on to 
practice and promote the things that are honest, pure 
and of good report. Thore who join wisdom with 
zeal to promote virtue among the people, will labor to 
nourish a right public sentiment as well as to secure 
punitive enactment. Some margin must always be 
left for differences of moral sentiment. Otherwise we 
might break down the public conscience. For one, 
bowever, I do not object to a law’s being somewhat in 
advance of public opinion—that is, more stringent in 
its provisions than the —* really like to obey, The 
requisitions of even an impossible virtue may avail for 
good. Its broad, bigh aspect may strengthen and hold 
up some that would otherwise fell the influence 
be bad surroundings, and the terrors of its penalty 
might cool the recklessness of some who would not be 
restrained by milder persuasives. But when a law is 
widely different from the people’s judgment; and pro- 
vokingly contrary to their wishes; them, instead of 
expecting it to go on crushing its. way like an upre- 
lenting law of the universe, it would be better to look 
for one that takes some cognizance of human condi- 
tions, and reach out a hand that will meet half way 
the trembling instincts of good, Indeed it may be 
said that wisdom consists in seeing the prac'ical points 
of ccntact between the abstract and the buman right. 
For the human Jaw is not esthedivine. That declares 
the way& of absolute Justice and the inexorable Right. 
But the object of the human law is to protect individ- 
ual rights so that every man may be free according to 
bis own conscience to work out his obedieace to the 
higher. Avy law, therefore, which s to 
abridge prreonal rights should be ventured upon with 
the utmost caution and administered with the widest 
charity. There are other things to te thought of be- 
sides restrain ng men from the use of intoxicating 
drinks, though tbis be a parent of crimes and begets 
monsters from which all the good avert their faces and 
seek to save their fellows, yet we must not expect that 
it can be wholly subdued an driven from among men. 
The laws against intoxicating liquers are as weil exe- 
cuted and obeyed as the laws against profanity, theft, 
unchastity or murder. Even if they are executed, 
they will not avail to extinguish crime, nor banish 
evil from the hearts of wicked men. These are ques- 
tion which go to the foundations of society. We must 
consider what can be done. Restrain and intimidate 
as much as you can by law; it is only by the Gospel 
still that men can be converted from evil. 

I see no reason why medsures for the promotion of 
temperance should not be approached as calmly, and, 
if need be, as boldly, as any other question of so much 
moment, Nay, it is such questions as those, most of 
all, which demand the full measure of your wisdom, 
your candor and your courage. 


MATERIAL INTERESTS. 


Agriculture considered in referenoe either to the 
amount of property it represents, or to the numbers 
employed in it, stands at the head of our material 
interests. Our wide and thinly settled territory, while 
it makes this a leading industry, still gives it certain 
character which is in some respects unfortunate, The 
tendency is to too much breadth and too little skill. 
If farming isa hard business at the best, then we 
cannot affcrd to do it otherwise than well. But of late 
we see more thoughtfulness and more courage. The 
best agencies are brought to bear upon this interest, 
and the discussions and Reports of the Board of Agri. 
culture show what sturdy good sense and what fine 
talent these pursuits may develop. 

I have upon other occasions endeavored to express 
my tense of the importance of this great branch of our 
indastries, and I shall not now venture more than two 
suggestions. That we do not waste our forests, which 
are more valuable than we have been taught to think; 
and that we try to raise our own bread-stuffs and save 
the enormous lors of paying three or four profits on 
foreiga grain, and twice as many more on its traus · 

ation. Farming is rather a bard way to get 
rich, but it is a good way to be independent. And I 
think as a general thing farmers are far happier than 
any other class of men who work as hard, whether 
with hands or brairis. 

The Commissioners on the settlement of our public 
lands, will make their report to you. It has not passed 
under my eyes. I learn, however, that well-matured 
and feasible plansare proposed for encouraging worthy 
settlers on the rich lands now lying idle. It is a little 
curious to see that everybody who really examines the 
subject of Swedish immigration, whatever may have 
been his prejadice from the failure of imperfect exper- 
iment, comes toa warm support of the measure. 
confess I can see no reason why we should not make 
good work of this, as well as the Western States, who 
find it an element of wealth and power. A little 
retouching of our color by the infusion of fresh young 
northern blood, would do us no harm. 

Two instrumentalities, which will powerfully aid us 
ia a as they flourish, are manufactures and 
railroads. It appearsto me that the last few years 
have witnessed such an awakening of interest in these 
matters as almost to mark an epoch in qur history. 
Capitalists from abroad are beginaing to understand 
ourextraordinary facilities, and improve their own 
opportunities; yet much—almost all—remains to be 
done.” I will not weary you with iterations upon our 
wants and our advantages—you already know them 
or you may. The now completed work on the water 
wee Maine, which I cannot mention with any 

g less than that of pride, I commend to your 
, and for a wide distribution. You 
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Tn the west, too, we have openings which are scarce- 
ly lees, if not indeed more, in their promise of good. 
The courage and energy of Portland in undertaking 
the task of cutting her way through to the great lakes 
and the West; forming thus @ liok in the 


gestions in their report, which I commend 
tention. The feature of immediate interest which will 
come before us in the p consolidation of promi- 
pent lines in the State. If this ‘means to place the 
public at the mercy of a monopoly unrestrained by re- 
sponsibility to the State and relieved from the checks 
of competition, I cannot’ recommend it to your favor. 
But this probably is not thecase. The roads however, 
have already the power to consolidate to all practical 
intents, by lease. What they want | understand is 
that the rights they already severally have be unified 
and legalized so as to economize their own efforts, and 
rovide better securities for their public obligations, 
t is not the mere authority to fix times and rates. 
That they already claim to have. I do not believe, 
however, that they are independent of the State. 
Whatever their charter may contain, I do not be- 
lieve it is competent for a state to grant away her 
powers over great public thoroughfares like these. It 
is to cede away her ‘‘right of eminent domain.”” These 
corporations took private property for public uses. 
Have they no responsibility -to that public for whose 
prosperity this wastaken? It is the indefeasible duty 
of the State to take care of herself, and of her citizens. 
Everythicg is hers, if need be—our fortunes and our 
lives. Shall railroads claim immunity ? With this 
understanding, I need not feel it necessary to oppose 
consolidation. 

There are manifest advantages for the State in it. 
Ist, We may take the occasion if thereis{any doubt, 
to declare or reaflirm the ultimate right of the State 
aver the roads, 2d, The public convenience may be 
thereby facilitated. 3d, Better securities based on 
the whole property and franchise would be given io 
exchange for old ones. 4th, The wrangling which 
railroads have indulged in before the legislature, and 
the political control which they bave sougbt, would be 
entirely atanend. 5th, It would be a saving of 
money and strength. These things I can see in favor 
the measure. But I leave the decision to your better 
judgment. The thmgs we have been considering are 
great matters. We must not let them drift; but seize 
them with a strong hand and wield them for the com- 
mon welfare. Itis not enough to calla power into 
exercise; we must be able to guide and control it, and 
shape it to useful ends. We must be ready when the 
incubus is lifted from enterprise and the bolts thrown 
back from capital to receive the influx of strength and 
popalation, that will surely come, and to take part in 
the great reciprocities of civilization which are as the 
tides of life to nations. 

Gentlemen, we have reached the fiftieth year of our 
existence as a State. Weare not ashamed of her his- 
tory. One of the earliest in discovery and coloniza- 
tion, she is one of the slowest in the development of 
her resources, and the fruits of civilization. Yet all 
the obscure trial and toil that intervened wrought for 
the times that were tocome. The State sees her place 
and owns her duty; and does not spurn the task that 
enfolds the triumph. The gates of Destiny are opened 
and she enters on her proud career. Weshall watch, 
with admiring interest and help with untiring toil ber 
onward way. Nor can it be that we hope and proph- 
ecy in vain. Our work may be obscure and the re- 
ward far off; but both will live. The early discover- 
ers of this territory foresaw the future and foretold 
its glory. Then by reason of human weakness and 
immatue times, they fell short or perished. Then 
came two centuries of dull mechanical advance—slow 
moving by mere force of pbysical laws, without any 
grand mastery of mind and inspiration of idea. But 
in fact beneath this dull and lifeless seeming, forces 
were in preparation, elements in ferment, and germs 
maturing which were in due time to ripen into bless- 
ings of which all that work and waiting were actual 
elements The seeming death foretold aod foreor- 
dained the life. The thrilling story of the voyagers 
rapg round the world and seemed to have rang 
itself away. Butit is heard again coming round on 
the other side, swelling with the yet more wondrous 
harmonies of prophecy fulfilled. 

So we may be ‘building better than we know.’’ 
Our humble works wrough in faith are regenerated 
by a mightier Spirit than that in which they were con- 
ceived, and built into loftier monumeots than our 
hands have reared. We pass and are forgotten, but 
amidst the silent or tumultaous years our good deeds 
are working free from the taint of our imperfection, 
and stand solid and shining in the perfect day. God 
deals with men as the melter of metals. He puts the 
earth-mingled ores into his crucible, and seals it up 
in {fiery furnaces out of view. Men forget it, but 
He does not. In the fullness of time it is opened— 
lo, on one side the dull earth, on the other the glitter- 
ing ore. Surely, ‘the sits as a refiner of silver.’’ 

He who thinks of these things will be humble, but 
will not be idle; trustful but not spiritless; reveren- 
tial but not afraid. He is the true worker, heir of the 
ages past, and testator to the ‘‘all hail hereafter.’’ It 
is thus that they who labor must also wait; that they 
who af® faithful shall endure. It matters little what 
becemes of us if we so conduct our great concern- 
men's that they who come after us are thereby made 
wiser and better than we. It matters little that our 
poor toil seems buried in the dust, if so be that it 
shall spring up again to bless the coming time. 

The ways of Providence seem slow to our brief, im- 
petuous lives; but they are swift in the centuries of 
God.

He is an 
ordinary sized lad for his age, which is a little less 
than sixteen years, and evidently is accustomed to the 
sea. He says he could have got ashore during the 
day of the storm, but feared he should not be ablé to 
get back to the vessel again, so he remained by her. 
He expected a rough night, gave the vessel the full 
scope of her chains to make her ride sy, and other- 
wise prepared for the worst, He re sa:ned on deck. 
At midnight the cubles parted, Th ‘essel drifted 
rapidly before the gale toward the ledge shore at Owl’s 
Head, and be knew that in all probability if she con- 
tinued in that direction she would be dashed to pieces 
and he be lost with her. His first act was to lash the 
wheel to steer her for the western shore of the bay, 


| and then perilous as was the task, he climbed out on 


the bow-sprit to loose the jib. The vessel tossed fear- 
fully, it was severely cold and the ‘‘stops’’ were froz- 
en. He soon loosened four of them—the fifth gave 
him much trouble—he finally cleared it, however.

The Governor’s Message. 

The fourth inaugural address of Gov. Chamberlain, 
which we lay before our readers this week, is marked 
by the same literary beauty and finish and the same 
vigor and practical earnestness which has character- 
ized his previous official communications, and will 
command an attentive perusal. The expression of 
his views on nearly all public questions likely to come 
before the Legislature is straightforward and explicit, 
and although upon some points calculated to elicit 
adverse criticism, are in no respects liable to be mis- 
apprehended. His elaborate tribute to the exalted 
‘charatter of William Pitt Fessenden is one of the finest 
that has been paid to the memory of the eminent sen- 
ator and statesman, 

The portion of the address which will, perhaps, be 
most gratifying to tdx-payers is that relating to our 
State finances. Notwithstanding the appropriation 
of $80,000 fr interest and a proportionate part of 
the sinking fund, which will be made necessary by 
the issue of over $3,000,000 of bonds on account of 
the assumption of the municipal war debts, the Gov- 
ernor thinks the rate of taxation will be less than Jast 
year, The general debt of the State will of course be 
increased by the bonds issued to towns; and some 
towns will gain and some towns will lose by the 
operation, according as they furnished real or «nly 
‘*paper’’ men for the military service. 

He thinks the old State bank system will have to 
be abandoned, as the policy of the general government 
is opposed to it. The recommendation of a tax on 


State meets his approval, but the idea of taxing Say- 
ings Banks is Ciscountenanced. If the deposits in our 
Savings were made up as they formerly were, almost 
exclusively from the scanty surplus earnings of 
day-laborers, mechanics and poor women, no one 
would ask that they should be taxed, But it is well 
known that our savings instituticns are now very 
often made channels of investment for indolent capi- 
taliste, It accords rather poorly with our idea of 
equality in taxation to see nearly $11,000,000 of 
capital belonging largely to the wealthy classes, en- 
tirely exempt from its share of the public burden. 
If any method can be devised to reach the large 
deposits without ‘‘intimidatiog and disheartening’’ the 
class for whom Savings Banks are especially designed, 
it certainly should be attended to. But the Governor 
thinks we had better suffer such evils as we do than 
subvert a far greater good in attempting to correct 


them. 
Unfortunately our State has been able to keep 


neither her men nor her money at home. Higher 
rates of interest and better returns win the game. 
The Governor thinks we should endeavor to make 
money more plenty by perfecting and making practt- 
cable our free banking law and legalizing higher rates 
of interest. 

His suggestions with regard to the hospital for the 
insane would seem to indicate something wrong in its 
management, or at least defective and objectionable in 
the system of treatment upon which the institute is 
founded. We infer that he is dissatisfied with the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the hospital by the Board 
of Trustees, from the fact that he advises the placing 
of the institution under the sapervision and care of 
the Governor and Council. We have no means of 
knowing whether the Governor's strictures were 
well or ill foahded, but presume the matter will be 
looked into by the Legislature. 

It isa matter of regret that his allusion to the 
State College of Agriculture at Orono, should have 
been dictated by an apparently unfriendly feeling 
towards the institution. We forbear at present to 
comment upcen this portion of the message, but shall 
take an early occasion 1o express our views upon the 
subject. 

In regard to education the Governor thinks we are 
now set upon right ways. He believes in our Normal 
Schools, Institutes and County Supervisorships, and 
favors uniformity of text books. 

His suggestions in regard to a thorough reform in 
our jail system, the transfer of the State Pension D>- 
partment to the Adjutant General’s office, the consoli- 
dation of railroads, and especially the authority and 
control of the State over her public thoroughfares, 
are all deserving of special attention. But the portion 
of the address which seems to be the most studied and 
elaborate, and which has already excited considerable 
comment, relates to the prohibitory law and the con- 
duct of the last campaign. Some of his allusions are 
of a personal character, and may be regarded as some- 
what out of place ina grave official communica- 
tion to the Legislature. This, however, is a question 
of taste, in regard to which there will be differences of 
opinion; but we are inclined to think that upon the 
waole the Governor’s views upon the abstract ques- 
ions, are very nearly in accordance with those of a 
great majority of those to whom he owes his election, 
from the fact that they weie substantially enunciated 
by him in his message of last year, and could not but 
have been well known and understood by the Conven- 
tion which nominated him to office.

E A correspondent informs us that a young lady: 


Tue Rerort of Mr. Walter Wells on the Water Pow- 
er of Maine, is creditable to the ability of the author 
and an honor to the State that authorized the survey. 

The volume is one to be carefully studied, and the 
value of its conteuts cannot be set forth in an ordinary 
Dewepaper notice. It is divided into three sections, 
treating respectively of our State as a water-power 
district, ite river systems, with detailed statements of 
individaal powers. In the ae, Me Wells $s 


such as to enable it to the advantage of its 
water-power to the maximum; while the area of its 
forests is 21,000 square miles; that ite system of lakes, 
(comprising more than fifteen hundred in number) 
with but two or three exceptions is larger in propor- 
tion to its size, than in any other part of the globe; that 
1,229,200,000,000 cubic feet of water are annually 
delivered by our rivers, and that in the aggregate our 
watercourses afford an. available power, equivalent 
to about three million horse power. The river sys- 
tems of the State are divided into two grand divisions: 
the primary or interior system, and the secondary or 
sea-board system; and in this portion of the report 
Mr. Wells describes minutely the river basins and 
rivers of the State, giving in each most important 
statisties and conclusions, In the third division is 
given a summary view of all the water powers in the 
State comprising returns from nearly six hundred 
municipalities representing thirty-one hundred pow- 
ers. Mr. Wells is peculiarly fitted from previous 
studies and acquirements—which are of a high order 
—for the preparation of this werk; and the manner 
in which it has been done, especially the digestion and 
arrangement of the large number of returns from 
towns and plantations is, as we have just said, in the 
highest degree creditable to the author's ability and 
industry. As one of the first steps towards the devel- 
opment of our immense resources as a manufacturing 
State, and asa means of directing capitalists to the 
wealth afforded by our water-power, and the opportu- 
nities for the employment of their capital, the work 
will prove of great value, and pay a bhundred-fold for 
all it has cost, in the improvements that will be 
made during the next ten years upon water-powers 
in our State, the extent and facilities of which were 
first made known in this work and the manufacturing 
and industrial resources of Maine first brought to 
public notice. 





Rartroap Consonipation. A writer in the Port- 
land Advertiser who seems to be well informed in re- 
gard to the objects and methods of the proposed con- 
solidation of the railroad, by legislative authority, 


The bill I have reason to believe, will be general, 
permitting the consolidation of any two or more rail- 
road curporations, whether wholly or partly in this 
State, or wholly out of the United States, if their 
tracks approach, connect, or cross each other, so that 
traffic passes from one to the other. Such a law will 
of course permit a conselidation of all the lines from 
Portland to St. John and Halifax, and there is talk 
here of such a consolidation and of a change of gauge 
on the Maine Centrai and the European and North 
American lines. This however is, hitherto at least, 
mere spectlation, though of course a general law 
would leave the door open for such a consolidation, 
and the legislature is bound to take that possibility 
into consideration. 

The terme of the consolidaticn will probably be 
left to the directors of the companies interested, sub- 
ject to the approbation of a majority of the stockhold- 
ers of each cocpany. The new corporation will en- 
joy all the rights and privileges, belonging to the orig- 
inal corporations, and the rights and remedies of 
creditors will remain unimpaired and in fall force 
aguinst the new company. An essential provision of 
the act will be the grant of power to mortgage the 
road, franchise and property of the corporation, to 
secure payment of any bonds or obligations issued or 
assumed by it. 





Save or tue Srare at Auction. Rather a novel 
scene was witnessed at the State House on Wednesday 
last, the morning of the aseemblage of the Legislature. 
Mrs. Jane P Thurston of Portland, who has long 
claimed to have a lien upon the State, and whose 
supposed wrongs at the bands of the Courts, have 
made ber insine, carried oat her intention - of selling 
the entire State at public auction to the highest bidder, 
for cash, with all its appurtenances and privileges. 
At the hour advertised for the sale Mrs. Thurston 
too possession of the Speaker's chair, and asked for 
bids. Five cents was the first offer. The property 
was run up to one hundred millions of dollars, when 
Mrs. Thurston knocked it down to herself at the val- 
uation of 1860. The sensation and fan having reached 
a climax, and it being time for the House to organize, 
Mrs. Thurston was invited to leave. Refusing to do 
80, it became necessary to remove her by force, Mrs, 
Thurston in her resistance declaring that she would 
not be dragged out. She struggled like a Trojan but 
it was of no use, and under the order of the Clerk she 
was ejected from the ball. In the struggle one of the 
assistant messengers had his face considerably 
scratched. Mrs, Thurston has notified the Secretary 
of the State of her purchase and will doubtless soon 
proceed to take possession. 





E We are informed by J. W. Patterson, Eeq , that 
the road leading from Augusta to Belfast by the foot 
of Worromontogus Pond, has been several times 
flooded daring the past seagon, making the traveling 
over it dangerous and sometimes absolutely impassa- 
ble. The heavy rain of Sunday the 2d inst., raised 
the water up over the road to such a height that as a 
measure of precaution against accidents the city au- 
thorities have caused the road to be closed, causing 
great inconvenience to the public. The high water in 
the pond, and the consequent flooding of the road, has 
been ascertained to be caused by the raising of the 
upper dam oy the Worromontogus stream in Chelsea, 
by the owner, Mr. Oliver Morton, who has recently 
purchased the privilege, for the purpose of increasing 
the supply of water for his mill at Pittston. A de- 
mand has been made upon Mr. Morton by Mayor 
Titcomb for the removal of the obstructions.

At the time of payment of the pension of a widow or 
mother, hereafter the affidavit of two persons wili be 
required showing that she has not married since the 
decease of the soldier on whose account the pension 
was granted. And where the father of a soldier de- 
ceased is in receipt of a pension he will hereafter be 
required before payment to make oath ‘“‘that he has 
not by marriage or otherwise acquired propertg or 
been provided with support,’ other than as set forth 
in his original application for pension.

In Convention the oath of offize was administered 
to Uranas O. Brackett, Wm.

elect. 

In the House, 2,500 copies of the Governors ad tress 
were ordered to be printed. 

Oa motion of Mr. Farwell, the vote passing the 
order providing a Joint Select Committee on the re- 
vision of the Statutes was reconsidered, and the order 
was indefinitely postponed. 

The H: use of Representatives had under discussion 
the propriety of both branches of the Legisiature at- 
tending the ceremonies at Portland, on the arrival of 
the remains of the late George Peabody. Mr. Bliss of 
Washington, who introduced the resolve, spoke in 
favor of its passage, and alluded to the high respect 
in which Mr. Peabody was‘held in Europe and in this 
couutry, and the preparations thet had been made by 
both countries in honor of his memory. He read & 
letter from Judge Rice, tendering the free use of the 
train from Augusta and return on the same day, aod 
further stated that he had received assurances that. 
the Legislature would be entertained at J ortland, so 
that the excursion would be attended with no expense.

Twitebell of Portland did not consider it » city 
affair; that the Executive of the State has taken the 
matter in charge; that he could not take any respon- 
sibility in the matter, as he was unacquainted with 
the wishes of Portland. 

Mr. Bradford of Eastport offered an amendment 
that it be left with a comniittee of seven to investi- 
gate the matter, and report a programme. This was 
voted down by a large majority. 

Mr. Bradford considered it petter that proper ar- 
rangements should be made, that the occasion might 
marked with dignity and respect. 

Mr. Vose of Winterport what Mr. Peabody 
had done for the State of Maine that should entitie 
him to such honors. 

Mr, Dickey of Fort Kent replied, that he was the 
world’s philanthropist; that he was being treated as 
such; that he was receiving the highest honors of 
Earope, both civil and naval; that this couatry was 
paying bim national honor, and the matter should be 
treated in a dignified manner; and that local consid- 
erations whether he had done anything for this State, 
should not be considered, but that we should receive 
his honored remains from his adopted country with 
one heart and mind. 

Col. Stone of Kennebunk spoke eloquently on the 
subject, and thought it better to delay any immediate 
action in order to get at a better understanding of 
what might be done. 

The matter was disposed of by the passage by both 
branches of the following :
